Tuer Government here have received a 
telegram ‘from Sir Arthur Kennedy, 
stating that “the Chinese Immigration 
Bill, requiring a deposit of ten pounds 
per head on all Ohinese ‘before landing, 
has been assented to; and that the’ 
quarantine regulations connected there- 
with have beon cancelled.” We have 
fully explained this.important Bill on 
two. previous occasions, The statement 
that the Bill hasbeen assented to means, 
we prestime, that it has received the 
sanction of the Home authorities. 
future, then; on any. vessel ‘carrying 
Chiness passengers arriving at 6 Queens- 
land port, the master isto deliver to’ 
the Customs officer a list of such pas- 
sengers, ahowing name of each, place of 
birth, apparent age, ordinary place of 
residence, place and date of shipment, 
calling or ocoupation, intended: place of 
residence, and name, residence and deserip- 
tion of the intended -employer ;. and for 
any default in respect of this return the 
master will be liable to a ‘penalty not 
exceeding £200, 

The third clause provides. that vensels 
-byinging Chineso shall only carry them 
in the proportion of one to evory five tons 
of the tonnage of the vessel, atvording to 
the registry or measurement defined b 
the Merchant Shipping Act of 1864, 
under a: penalty of '£10 for each pas 
Beuger carried in excess, Olause fourth 
enacts that, before any Chinese shell be 
permitted toland from any vessel bring: 
ing them, and before making any-entry”

shalt pay to the Collector of Customs the 
‘gum of £10 for cach Chinese passenger 3, 
aid for landing Chinese before making 
such payment, the maater shall be liable

such Chinese shall depart from the colony 
to parts beyond the seas. and shall before 
his departure prove to the. satisfaction of

confined in any gaol or lock-up after con- 
viction of any offence and that he has 
paid all fines and penalties imposed upon 
him ‘under the provisions of any Act in. 
forces in the colony, and that he has paid 
all expenses incurred in respect of his 
confinement or medical treatment.in any 
public - hospital, benevolent asylum or 
other place‘for the care, treatment or 
cure of the sick, poor or insane, and that 
no expense or charge has fallen upon the 
revenue for his support—then, on pro- 
‘duction of the certificgte of payment, he 
shall receive back his £10. But if. he 
fail to make such proof within the period 
aforesaid, the amount shall be paid into 
the Consolidated Revenue.” 


Ws canfindncither Mugins, against which 
the Russians are said to be advancing, 
nor Elena, at which place Suleiman Pacha 
is reported to have arrived, in the maps 
atour disposal. The landing of a Turkish 
force in the Dobrudscha is no doubt for 
the purpose of cutting the communications 
of the Russian. army that advanced 
through that district, Thanks to their 
command of the Black. Sea-the Turka 


to land a few thousands of Turkish troops 
on any of the coasts’ in the Black Boa 
where there are communications to be 
out, or raids to be. made with advantage, 
The statement that Dervish Pacha has 
carried the advanced Russian positions 
near Batoum shows that the second 
Russian compsign in Armenia has com- 
menced in earnest. . Batoum is again a 
centre for attack, and the Russians seem 
determined to capture the place, Seeing 
that the place can be. supplied from the 
nea, it would be worth the Turks’ while 
to fortify ‘it in the strongest manner, if 
only to make ita capture ‘as diffioull and 
expensive as possible to the Russians.
